' Pleafure; by telling his Majefty, that a Monarch :

fever Years old till twelve.- Laftly, it is required, 
that they thould have no Defe& nor Blemith of Bo- 
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dy or Mind; and for this Reafon there are Perfons 
appointed co vifit and examine them, before they 
are received into the College. ‘When thefe young 
Ladies are once admitted, their Parents and R 
ons have no need to put themfelves to any farther 
Expence or Trouble about: them. They are pro. 
vided with all Neceffaries for Maintenance and Ban 
cation: They ftile themfelves of the Order of S¢, 
Lewis. Wien they arrive to an Age to be able to 
chufe a State of Life for themfelves, they may ¢i- 
ther be placed as Nuns in fome Convent at the 
King’s Expence, or be marryed tofome Gentleman, 
whom Madam Mainzenon takes~Care, upon that 
‘Condition, to provide for, either in the Army or 
in the Finances ; and the Lady receives befides, 4 
Portion of four hundred Piftoles. Moft of thefe 
Marriages have proved very fuccefsful, and feveral 
Gentlemen.have by them made great Fortunes, and 
béen advanced to very confiderable Employments, 
I maft conclude this fhort Account of Madan 
Maintenow with advertifing my Readers, that I do 
not pretend to vouch for the feveral Particulars that 
T have related.
